Britain: of undesirable aliens who 
have obtained nassports; whether to 
the ordinary travellirg public it is a 
source of considerable expense and 
inconvenience, with no corresponding 
advantages;. whether it has now 
ceased to serve any useful “purpose; 
and whether the visa system will be 
terminated at an early date, Mr. 
Cecit. Harmsworth has circulated 
the following reply = 
The visa system has been proved 
to be aserious obstacle to the entry 
of undesirable aliens into Britain, 
and without it the immigration 
officers would experience the greatest 
difficulty in dealing with such cases. 
The system affords intending 
travellers an opportunity of ascertain- 
ing in advance whether they comply 
with the immigration regulations of 


the varions countries they propose to} 


yisit, and thus frequently saves them 
the expense and inconvenience of 
undertaking a-journey, only to be re- 
fused aimtsion to 2 country on 
arrival at its frontier. To bora-fide 
travelers, on the other hand, a visa 
ensures a far. more rapid and caster 
passage across @ frontier than would 
be possible if the entire burden of 
control rested on the frontier of-icials. 
There is no intention at present of 
bringing the visa system to an end_

AN. UNENVIABLE SITUATION.”

Almost’ everything that hasrecent- 
ly appeared about the rubber indus 
try has teen of so depressing 2 
nite that an attempt to envisage 
the siruttion as a whole will be well 
repaid. In the first place, however, 
“there is no desire on our part to

‘in our corresponzence columns 
upon the extent of. the 
available rubher supply. In_ the 
course af inquiries we have been 
infarmed that a-cording to avail- 
able stari-tics, present stocks in 
Great ‘Britain, America, and the 
rubher-preducing countries are suf- 
ficient “fer a year’s consumption.

| THE QUIET REMOVAL TO WINDSOR. 


Sir George Younghusband éxphins 
in his fascinating book, * The Jewel 
House” (poblished’ to-day, Herbert 
Jerkigs. E5s.), that after four bombs 
fad dropped unpleasantly near the 
Tower it was decided that the jewels 
would be safer a little way ont of 
London. " : 
TALE OF TROOPS. AND MACHINE-GUNS. 

Therefore, one day, “2 Royal car 
drove into the Tower and up to the 
Jewel House. Into it the more im 
portant and valuable portions of the 
Regalia, already packed in. their own 
cesses, were handed. It was all s 
matter of a few minutes, and then the 
cer drove away to Windsor Castle, 
and there deposited the jewels in 2 
secure place.” - 

So simple; much too simple a story 
for the rumour-mongers, who set to 
work to invent something more pk- 


turesque.. Sir George, with’a chuc- |» 


kle, recalls some of their best efforts. 
_ The fact that the jewels, during 
their reticement st Windsor, got 3 
File damp, was possibly responsible, 
he suggests, for the story. that they 
heed been sunk in the Thames, Op- 


and posite the Tower for many months. 


Anyone who did not believe this had 
the choice of two or three, other won- 
derftl stories -— : % 
One inspired person mentioned that 
‘trom gertain, iflormation he had re- 
ceived a castle in Cornwall bad been 
stcretly acquired, and that the jewels 
had been taken there at dead of night. 

He added that-in front of the jewel 
train, and behind it, were two other 
trains, full of troops, police, detec- 
tives, machine-guns, and what not. 

This was outdone by some ingeni- 
ous person who, on no better ground, 
appasently, than that the Keeper of 
thé Jewel House had been at Bath, 
‘taking the waters told his confidants 
that—"~ : : 

« For the past eight months’a deer 
and secret vault, lined . throughoct 
with concrete, had been excavated at 
Beth, and that the jewels were now 
salely deposited there.

The choice of Cumberland as an- 
other supposed hiding-placé for the 
jewéls was apparently due to the fact 
that the late Keeper of the Jewel 
House, Sir Arthur. Wynne, had set- 
tled in that country.” - :
